STATISTICS. 

A  SMALL  DECREASE  IN  THE  ESTIMATED  RESIDENT  POPULATION 
IS  TO  BE  REPORTED  ALTHOUGH  THE  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES  SHOWS  AN 
I NCREASE. 

The  BIRTH  RATE  WAS  ALMOST  THE  SAME  AS  THE  RATE  FOR  THE 
COUNTRY  AND  ALTHOUGH  THE  DEATH  RATE  IS  INCREASED  SLIGHTLY,  IT 
CONFORMS  TO  A  GENERAL  INCREASE  IN  THE  NATIONAL  RATE,  AND  AGAIN  THE 
GREATER  NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  WERE  FROM  DISEASES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  OLDER 
PEOPLE , 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Several  more  extensions  to  water  supply  schemes  have  been 

COMPLETED  AND  ALTHOUGH  BARTON  |N  THE  BEANS  HAS  NOT  YET  GOT  A  PIPED 
SUPPLY,  IT  SHOULD  BE  AVAILABLE  SHORTLY. 

The  SCATTERED  NATURE  OF  THE  HOUSES  IN  THE  SHAW  LaNE  AREA  OF 
MARKFIELD  WILL  MAKE  THIS  SCHEME  VERY  COSTLY  BUT  THE  WHOLE  AREA  IS 
BADLY  NEEDING  A  WHOLESOME  WATER  SUPPLY. 

SEWERAGE. 

No  NEW  SCHEMES  WERE  COMPLETED  WITH  THE  EXCEPTION  OF  THE 
SMALL  WORKS  AT  THE  NEVILLE  ARMS,  ELLlSTOWN. 

Several  schemes  are  awaiting  Ministry  approval  and  it  is  to 

BE  HOPED  THAT  THESE  PROPOSALS  WILL  NOT  BE  TOO  LONG  DELAYED. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  prolonged  incidence  of  Measles  caused  a  big  rise  in  the 

NUMBER  OF  NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Decreases  in  the  number  of  Dysentery  and  Scarlet  Fever  are 

ALSO  NOTED  ALTHOUGH  WHOOPING  COUGH  IS  SLIGHTLY  UP.  11  DEATHS  FROM 

Pneumonia  occurred  from  19  cases  notified. 

15  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  and  in  connection 

WITH  THESE  CASES  OVER  200  FAECES  SPECIMENS  WERE  TAKEN  FOR  EXAMINATION 

to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  It  was  found  in  general  that  almost 
50%  OF  child  contacts  of  a  NOTIFIED  case  WERE  POSITIVE  CARRIERS,  No 
FIGURES  ARE  YET  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  NUMBER  or  CHILDREN  RECEIVING  ANT I  — 

Polio  injections.

For  the  tenth  consecutive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria 

WAS  NOTIFIED  BUT  I  REGRET  TO  HAVE  TO  REPORT  THAT  THE  NUMBER  OF 
CHILDREN  RECEIVING  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  DROPPED  VERY 
CONSIDERABLY.  IT  MAY  WELL  BE  THAT  THE  AMOUNT  OF  PUBLICITY  GIVEN

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


All  hospitals  except  some  private  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  County  Homes  for  the  aged  and  destitute  are  under 
the  County  Council. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  infectious  and  non- i nfect i ous 
cases  and  accidents  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  Ambulance 
Service.  A  National  Coal  Board  Area  Ambulance  Station  for  Colliery 
accidents  is  situated  at  Nailstone  Colliery. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  are  all  under  the  County 

Counc il. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part  time  official. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  is  also  Sanitary 
Surveyor,  devotes  part  of  his  time  to  health  duties.  One  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  devotes  the  whole  of  his  time  to  his  official 
duties. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council's  Health  Visitors  visit  cases  in  this 
District.  There  are  District  Nurses  in  all  the  larger  Parishes. 

Midwives. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  vested  in  the  County  Council. 
Food  &  Drugs  Sampling. 

Analyses  of  food  and  drugs  are  conducted  by  the  County 
Analyst  and  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  of  the  County  Council.
